Calculations of the energies 
needed to bring about this stellar 
explosion were reported to the 
opining sessions of the Americas 
Physical Society here by Dr. Ross 
Gunn of the I'JL Naval Re s earch 
Laboratory. 

Through telescope# In the 
southern hemisphere Nova Pie- 
torts looks Ukr three tiny pin¬ 
points of light close together. 
The largest of the f threr parts 
has a mass 86 per cent of that of 
tlW sun and the two smaller parts 
have masse.

At last measurement the 
smaller parts were about three 
light years sway from the larger 
part and moving rspMSy to attU 
graster distances A light year 
Is the distance light traveling at! 
1884100 miles a second will travel 
In a year. In distance a light 
t year amounts to fJ80.000.000.000 

The speed of recession of the 
•mall parts from the parent is 
•haul MO kilometers a second or 
, well over 1.000,000 miles an hour. 

Such speeds. Dr. Gunn points 
* out. are over 300 times the 
needed critical velocity to enable 
the receding parts to fly out from 
the gravitational field off Into 
space The taa parts of Nova 
Ptclorts, therefore, are on their 
way out Into the depths of Inter¬ 
stellar apace and eventually will 
he lost from the larger part. 

This situation la comparable to 
Dr. Gunn's hypothesis ot the 
origin of our own solar system. 
He believes that In Nova Ptclorts

even now very small paxes may | 
be thrown oft from the original 
masses and become planets. 

Dr Gunn has suggested that 
the splitting of tome Urge star 
created our sun. the plant-ta and 
at least one additional, but now 
missing, star which originally 
was part ol the sun’s parent. 

As the sun's original parent 
Star split up. Its two huge parts 
started whirling around one an 
other and, at the same time, 
sUrled to separate. Due to 
mutual gravitational forces the 
two parts nested enormous tidal 
waves on each other. There 
waves tossed off what might br¬ 
eaded “spray" that flew off into 


space\«td eventually became the 
plUa6^dh«> the pieces cooled. 

Nova Pielorta, Dr. Gunn state*, 
has the luminosity of the usual 
nova type star. While It Is far 
brighter than moat common sura 
its brilliance is still far less than 
the so-galled "super" nova sun. 

krt mere brightness of a nova 
stsr is not the sole criterion of 
the energy which la liberated f 
in the explosion that called it 
Into being, maintains Dr Gunn. 
f - Nova I’tctarts. In fart, fur 
nlshed an excellent example of 
a star that liberated an enormous 
amount of energy sad yet did 
not attain super brightness. The 
reason la that much of Its lib¬ 
erated energy went Into scatter¬ 
ing Its three treat maim off 
into space. W hat was left over 
appeared as light. 

The total energy to do all this, 

. Dr Gunn calculates, la Juft 
about the same order of inapti¬ 
tude aa Is the energy Ubrratrd 
by the so-called “super" nova 
- stars. — - 

.All this means that the differ 
cnee b etween a nova and a Super 
nova star may well he only In 
the distribution of the liberated 
energy and not because some dif¬ 
ferent cs'attysm occurred to 
create super nova stars. 

Dr. Gunn's report. In this re¬ 
spect. differs from the hypothesis 
of Dr*, mt* Zwlcky and Walter 
Baade of California Institute of 
Technology and Mt. Wilson Ob- 
servativy, who have suggested 
special kinds of stellar explosions
